The late Donald D. Paterson could always be counted on to add to the fun and fellowship at the banquets of the 
Toronto International Coin Fair when | was its owner. His light-hearted presentations made him the favourite speaker, 
as many CAWMC members that used to come to Toronto can attest to. 





He was always good for donating his artistic talents for fundraisers for the CNA, in the form of unique woods that 
would be auctioned off at banquets. 


Since TICF was held in Toronto, a few of these special woods featured the Toronto skyline. 


When | came across some unusual sized or shaped blank woods, such as when | visited Lewiscraft, | asked Don 
Paterson to come up with idea for a design for future CNA fundraisers. Although most of the unique woods created 
by him on the smaller 38mm (1.5 inch) blanks raised $50 or $60 each for the CNA, these larger uniface pieces tended 
to receive bids of $100, probably because Don took more care in creating more detailed and larger works of art.

Larry was born in Enterprise (Ontario) on Jan. 4th, 1940, and saceed away May 3rd, 2011. He became a Renee 
man before entering the political arena. This is his House of Commons record: 2004.06.28 - Lanark-Frontenac- 
Lennox and Addington, Ontario - Defeated. 2000.11.27 - Hastings-Frontenac-Lennox and Addington, Ontario - Re- 
Elected. 1997.06.02 - Hastings-Frontenac-Lennox and Addington, Ontario - Re-Elected. 1993.10.25 - Hastings- 
Frontenac-Lennox and Addington, Ontario - Elected. Larry was also Parliamentary Secretary to the Minister of Agri- 
culture and Agri-Food. Before serving in Ottawa, Larry owned and operated McCormick’s Country Store on County 
Road 4 in Camden East. He was married to wife Reta and had one child, a daughter, Kayla McCormick-Fearon and | 
son-in-law Ryan Fearon. Friends and former colleagues of Larry McCormick praised a man who had a natural abil- 
ity to connect with people from all walks of life, and a real interest in helping his community. Larry died at the age 
of /1after a prolonged illness, in the comfort of his own home.

McCormick invited Remington to work on Parliament Hill after Remington lost the race for mayor in the 2003 municipal election. Rem- 
ington said he accepted the offer instantly, because it was an opportunity to work with a veteran politician wno knew how to bring peo- 
ple together. "I learned a lot from Larry, in terms of how you work with other people. He was so gracious no matter what the situation 
was. He brought real humanity to any situation." Remington said he was also impressed by how much time McCormick spent attending 
public events so he could meet with constituents and hear about local issues. "He was incredibly responsive, he met with people on a 
regular basis and was totally accessible," Remington said. "Their issues was the most important issue." 


Hearing the news of McCormick's death was a sad occasion for Lyle Vanclief, the former Minister of Agriculture for whom McCormick 
worked. Vanclief said he knew McCormick long before they worked in politics. Vanclief, who represented the riding of Prince Edward- 
Hastings, previously owned an Ameliasburgh farm, from which McCormick purchased food for his general store. Vanclief recalled 
McCormick being not just a friendly man, but an honest one, too. Those traits, he said, served him well when he entered politics later. 
"When Larry loaded up and came up with the trailer, you didn't have to count them, if you know what | mean," Vanclief said, in between 
laughs. "If he paid you for x number of pumpkins and found he was one short ... Well, you knew the phone would ring and he would Say | 
owe you for a pumpkin." Vanclief said the two often recalled those days while working in Ottawa. They had no idea back then that they 
would one day become part of the same government. But, Vanclief said, he was glad to have McCormick by his side and always trusted 
his colleague to represent the ministry ably at meetings Vanclief couldn't attend. "The first thing | can say about Larry is he was a salt of 
the earth guy. He had the best interests of everybody," Vanclief said. "He was representing a party, but he was not as partisan as some 
politicians are. He was a big man, but his heart was bigger than he was." Vanclief said McCormick will be missed, not just by politicians 
and constituents, but by those who remember attending his store, which sold fresh produce. "It was busy at all times, when it came to 
the fall you couldn't park there. And everybody loved Larry. He was out there by himself, he was greeting everybody. He was the kind of 


guy everyone wanted to hug." 


McCormick's political career ended in 2004, when he lost a federal election race to Scott Reid, in the new riding of Lanark, Frontenac, 
Lennox & Addington. It was an extraordinary race, as it pitted two current MPs against each other. Reid was already serving as the MP 
for Lanark-Carleton, before riding boundaries were redrawn. When informed of McCormick's death, Reid recalled his political opponent 
as a "gentleman." "If you can end a campaign thinking (an opponent) is a fine person, that's a pretty good sign," Reid said. He added 
that McCormick served constituents well over the years, especially because he was so knowledgeable of rural issues. "He was very, very 
concerned with all the issues that involved rural areas," Reid said. "He fit well with the kind of community-based, consensual politics 
that works in a small town." 


Leona Dombrowsky the Liberal Member of Provincial Parliament for Prince Edward-Hastings also recalled McCormick fondly. "| consid- 
ered him, in addition to a good friend, a mentor," Dombrowsky said. "He taught me a good deal about being a politician of the people. As 
a politician you must never, ever forget the people who sent you to do your work, and he never did." Dombrowsky said she owes much 
of her political success to McCormick, as he helped her win some of her first election campaigns by canvassing with her. "It was wonder- 
ful to go knocking on doors with him," Dombrowsky said. "Anytime someone knew Larry, there was a warm welcoming."

Growing Up: Childhood in English Canada from the Great War to 
the Age of ... By Neil Sutherland 


In neighbourhood play there were certain times when the rules were — by 
common but tacit consent — relaxed. In the growing darkness of warm sum- 
mer evenings, older children would revert to earlier patterns and play with 
younger ones, girls and boys would play together, and all would avoid loud 
debates over the rules, and other confrontations between themselves that 
might prompt parents to intervene and declare the day's activities at an end. 
To Lorraine Brander, who moved to Vancouver's east end when she was 
nine, kick-the-can “was most fun after it was dark, hiding around the wood- 
sheds and backyards and along the alleys when you were supposed to be 
getting ready for bed.’ For others such evenings sometimes included 
‘a post-supper stroll to “Twigg Island Dairy, where one could buy many 
varieties of ice cream, especially tutti-fruiti, at five cents a scoop."

Casino Chips & Gaming Token Collectors Club (CC&GTCC) www.ccgtcc.com 


Just like ONA and RCNA have convention woods, so does the CC&GTCC. Chip and token collectors have been around as long as casinos have, but it 
wasn't until the 1980’s that collectors began talking with each other on a regular basis and dealers began to concentrate on casino material. Before 
the 1980's, chips and tokens could be found outside of casinos only as oddities: a few chips or tokens mixed in with a coin dealer’s stock, or a few 
chips at an antiques shop or garage sale. Two early chip dealers published short-lived newsletters, and a contributor to one of them was Archie Black, 
who lived not far from the relatively new casino gaming jurisdiction of Atlantic City, New Jersey (U.S.A.). When the second of the two dealer newslet- 
ters ceased publication, Black, a chip collector with a long history of coin collecting and organizing coin clubs, decided to test the waters to see 
whether or not there might be sufficient interest to organize a chip and token collectors club similar to the coin clubs he had participated in. Late in 
1987, Archie wrote to a number of collectors who appeared on the newsletter’s subscriber list, inquiring about interest in an organized club. The first 
issue of what would eventually become ‘Casino Chip & Token News’, the quarterly magazine of the CC&GTCC at over 100 pages per issue appeared in 
January 1988, and was titled “Atlantic City Chip & Token Newsletter”. The five page newsletter was the creation of Archie Black, who began publish- 
ing his newsletter quarterly including news and history of the relatively 

new (10 years old) Atlantic City casino industry. The response to the sur- 

vey Black included in his first issue was overwhelming in favour of estab- 

lishing a formal club, and the Casino Chip & Gaming Token Collectors 

Club was a reality. The initial group of collectors numbered about 20, but 

the charter membership was extended to the first LOO members. That 

goal was passed immediately after the Club’s first annual meeting at the 

American Numismatic Association convention in Cincinnati, Ohio, that July 

1988.

Your phone number is the CAWMC Executive to 
contact you if business dictates. We do not give out your contact information to anybody without your expressed consent 
beforehand. If you wish your contact information to be given in an upcoming Timber Talk as you wish to invite other members 
of the CAWMC to contact you for trading woods, or just hobby discussion, or for research on a wood you cannot identify, 
please contact our Editor who will accommodate, and may also put it on our password protected members only website too. 
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
